The New Fortifications at Fsequimalt are 
Nearly Completed. 


Within a vear it is confidently expect- 
ed the Straita of Fuca will echo to the 
music of the shore guns at Esquimanlt, 
Great Britain’s new and most modern 
line of defences at the southern extrem- 
ity of Vaneonver Island. Never has 
a military operation in time of peace 
been proscented with stricter secrecy 
than the constrnetion of these fortitica- 
tions, and all that Victorians know about 
the marvelous system of protection at 
their doors, might be told ina few brief 
paravraphs—that the new forts are de- 
signed for stern work, not for display; 
that their armament will be the most 
modern and best in the world; that snb- 
marine mines and torpedoes are a pro- 
minent feature; that the “forts” are Jo- 
| cated somewhere in the bowels of the 
| earth between Point Macanlay and Es- 
qnimalt naval yard; and the magazines 
are stocked for seige if neceseary and 
that the work of construction is now 
nearly accomplished and that of equip- 
ment has hegnn. At present, says a 
Vancouver, B.C. letter to the Seattle 
Post Intelligencer, the snbaqneous mines 
| are being nlaced in position at the en- 
| france to Esquimalt harber and in the 
Royal Roads, and the point is beginning 
to assume more the appearance of a well- 
| ordered military barracks and less that 
ofa great mining camp. 
Readers of the Post Intelligencer were, 
when the work commenced. given an 
idea of the plan of fortification—a svs- 
tem of great giant elevators hydranh- 
cally operared, the guns visible and ex- 
| posed only in the brief moment required 
| to sight and firethem, The general plan 
| has been faithfully carried ont, and the 
| topograp hy of the point as v iewed from 
| the water, changed considerably. The 
hill has disappeared, and hundreds of 
tons of rocks and earth from the excava- 
| tions have filled in the miniature valley. 
How the forts look from the shore none 
/ can say save the uncommunicative ofli- 
cers in charge, for the past two vears the 
scene of operations has night and 
day been surrounded by a line of sentin- 
els, to pass whom nothing less than an 
order from the imperial war otlice was 
required, Theworkmen, too, have been 

_ changed about. so that it wonld be im- 
possible for any of them, even should 
he feel so inclined, to disclose the secrets 

stronghold. And noteven the highest 

| oflicers of the resident militia have ag 
yet been admitted within the sacred pre- 
cinets bounded by that faithfal sentry 
line. 

Now that the greater part of the work 
of construction is over, it is probable that 

| less secrecy will be exercised, but at no 

| time can the general publle hope to gain 

| admittance to the forts as they do to the 
war chips. They are not established for 
the gratification of sizhteeers, 

One certain indication that the forttica- 
tions are rapidly approaching comple- 
tion, is that the first installment of arma- 
ment is to leave England this month, to 

| be followed at intervals during a year 
lor more by other important shipments. 
Another is that the wives and children 
of the resident garrison have commenc- 
| ed to arrive fromthe old country and 
take possession of the married men’s 
quarters. And still athird sign is fonnd 
in the recent special visit of Gen. Her- 
bert, commander-in-chief of the British 
forcesin Canada. and his departure for 

Mngland immediately thereafter to re- 

port.

THE NORTH POLE. 


PROPOSED TO REACH IT BY A BAL- 
LOON.- 


The Inventor Describes His Machine and 
the Route He Will Take—No Lack of 
Funds, and the Project is Considered 
Feasible. 


There was only a small attendance at 
the recent session of the Geographical 
congress, According to the general 
opinion the paper read by General \. W, 
Greely was too technical to be popniar. 
Most interest was centered in a paper 
read by M. A. Andree, proposing a 
balloon route to the north pole. The 
idea seemed feasible as prononced by 
the explorer. The only diflieulty seem- 
ed to be how to make enflicient gas for 
the balloon. Then again prominent geo- 
graphicalists think that the preposal 
would fail without the use of boats with 
much provisions to rely on in case of 
accident. 

M. Andree has secured the sanction of 
the Swedish escientitic society to his bal- 
loon project and has received a Liberal 
donation to defray expenses from King 
Oscar, of Sweden. Satlicient fands have 
been obtained, and the attempt is as- 
sured, but M. Andree naturally desired 
the approval of so authoritative a body 
asthe International ¢:eographical con- 
gress, He explained that M. Yon, of 
Paris. had entered into the contract to 
make the machine of double silk of which 
550 cubic metres will be re quired, the 
cost being about 2.200. The halleen is 
to be capable of carrying three pers: - 


with the necessary instruments and 

last and four month’s provisions. It « it 
be sntliciently gas tight to hover in the 
air thirty days at tne height of 20 


metres, M. Andree caleulates that 1,70) 
to 1.800 cylinders filled with gas under a 
pressure of one or two hundred atmos. 
pheres wil be required for the exped: 

tion, in order to retiil the balloon from 
time to time. He believes he will 
guide the machine by asystem of sails 
and ropes, acting ag a brake in ease of 
need by dragging on the earth. The ear 
ia to be spacious “enough to contain a 
sledge, a small boat, several weapons, 
with ammunition and photograph cam- 
era. Early next spring it is proposed to 
erect a balloon honse, and after filling 
the balloon, to start on the aerial voyave 
forthe pole in July, with a fresh south, 
or nearly south wind. The duration of 
the voyage must of coarse, largely de- 
pend on the strength of the wind. It 
might possible last onlv fiv®or six honrs. 
but M. Adree expects that it will take at 
least over forty. Thirty davs, he ha- 
lievea, will be sufficient for ernising 
about the central Pole basin in all direc 
tions, and taking a complete suryev of it. 


The return journey is to be made to 
wards the inhabited part of North Amer- 
ica or Northern Siberia. With a wind 
of average velocity M. Andree says, the 


balloon can make 10,105 kil metres in 
thirty days, whereas the distance from 
Spitzbergen to Behring Straits via the 
pole, is only 570).
